Stamps 


Nation Not Always Fair in 
Honoring Former Presidents 


BY W. R. DOBER STEIN 


Now that much of the national election dust has settled—after a pronounced 


margin of victory for Mr. Johnson—it might be interesting to look back to Dec. 
6, 88 years ago. when the outcome was as close as it can get. 


A hcauly bearded, former governor of Ohio was made U. S. President by 


one vote. The history of that election controversy can be read in many places 
—in any volume that deals with the life of Rutherford B. Hayes, our 19th head 
of state. Dec 6. 1876. was the date when the voting decision of a special com- 
mission appointed by Congress gave Haves a single-vote edge. 


The biography of Hayes, like any President of the United States, makes 


interesting leading. There is much to support the belief that he was a very 
good president. How has esteem for his performance been reflected in our 
postage stamps? 


A question like that opens up a real crazy-quilt pattern of the sequence in 


which our past leaders and heroes have been so recognized. Xo one \\ould argue 
vehemently that most of the persons honored on our stamps have not been 
worthy. But am one could easily support the observation that—for many years 
of various definitive issues (not commemorative)—there's been no rhyme or 
reason to the selections and choice of stamp denomination for a particular 
personality. 


It wasn't until 1938 that a sensible, complete and chronological sequence of 


former presidents was presented the public via stamps. Then and only then 
was there followed an historic order of their service to their country. What's 
more, there were presidents in that 1938 series never previously honored. 


In the regular stamps known as the 1922-26 scries only 13 of our presidents 


had been noted, although 29 of them \\e-re already deceased by then. So the 
policy of not honoring a living person on a U. S. postage stamp could hardly 
have precluded making postal recognition of the other 16. 


And the 1922-26 scries really by-passed the longer dead for the more recent 


presidents, with few exceptions. From 1825 through 1861 we apparently had 
no President worthy of note—if the stamps are a criteria. And Andrew Johnson, 
Chester A. Arthur and William II. Taft must have been bad boys. They were 
the only ones omitted in a sequence running from Lincoln to Harding. 


So Hayes made the list on the 11-cent denomination (illustration)—which 


just goes to show that one vote certainly can mean a lot sometimes.

HOLLYWOOD—At first thought, Richard Base- 


hart would seem a surprising choice to star in an ac- 
tion-packed underwater adventure series, ABC-TV's 
Voyage to the Bottom of the Sea. 


Basehart is not the iron-jawed-hero type. Since his 


first Broadway appearance in the heart-wrenching 
role of the doomed Scottish soldier in "The Hasty 
Heart," he has been the actor producers sent for 
when they needed a sensitive, thoughtful, highly- 
skilled acting job. 


He has been called "the thinking man's actor. 


One critic, in a flight of lyricism, described Base- 


hart's voice as one that ''seems to seek unceasingly 
for the lost and wondrous tones of the English lan- 
guage." 


David Hedison, the lean, dark-eyed actor who plays 


the Seaview's skipper. Commander Lee Crane, de- 
clares "Dick is one of the five best actors in Amer- 
ica." 


So what is Basehart doing in an action series, as 


designer-builder of the Seaview. atom-powered, glass- 
nosed submarine? 


An interviewer gets a basic answer from Base- 


hart: 


''Working at my trade." 
Then, as lie is apparently something of a mind 


reader, he amplifies on this: "A Shakespeare play or 
an action-adventure story are alike in this respect— 
either can be dull or exciting, good or bad. depending 
on the approach. 


Abused Format 


"The action movie or television series has been 


terribly abused, at. times. Wildly illogical stories. 
Cheap production. Bored or incompetent actors. A 
general feeling, all along the line. Of 'don't care.' In 
this series, we DO care. 


"We're playing it the hard way—for real. It's not 


the only way. Action-adventure can be done with the 
light touch, spoofing as you go. 


''That style seems popular at the moment. But we 


believe that we can catch the viewer up in a feeling 
of authentic danger." 


But does this kind of story make any great de- 


mands on an actor's skill? 


"To a conscientious actor, it's very demanding,' 


Basehart said. 


As much as Hamlet? 


"I think it's difficult for an actor to give a really 


bad performance of Hamlet. He has so much going 
for him—time to reveal a complex character, to build 
up strong relationships with other characters, along 
with the most spellbinding language ever written. 


"But what about the hero of an action piece? No 


time for soliloquies or comment; he has a tough and 
dangerous job to do, perils and villains to overcome. 


"That's where the job of the actor comes in. To 


project a human being, not a robot. 


"Take Admiral Harriman Nelson, my role in 


Voyage. 


"When danger threatens, he must not immediately 


cry out 'Damn the torpedoes, full speed ahead!' With 
responsibility for the lives of a hundred men, he 
must face the realization that those torpedoes can 
hurt. 


"He can't take an hour of the viewer's time to 


decide upon a course of action. But he must make 
that moment of decision a tense and meaningful one." 


Then Basehart posed a question. "Have you ever 


thought about the philosophical point of view of the 
action-adventure story?" 


The interviewer admitted he hadn't. 


"Neither had I," said Basehart, "until I heard my- 


self saying something in a bull session with an actor 
friend. 


"Wre were talking about a major theme of the 


plays of the past few years—the individual man's iso- 
lation, his inability to communicate, his noninvolve- 
ment. 


"We agreed that these plays and films were mak- 


ing an important statement, they were illuminating 
a condition that can't be ignored. 


<:And then my friend said. 'A play should say 


something. What does "Voyage" say?' 


"I replied that we must not be fooled by the trap 


of words: The test of a morality or philosophy is not 
how eloquent a man may be on the subject, but what 
action he takes. 


"Morality is action; the rest platitudes. 


"Analyze most Voyage stories. Someone is in deep 


trouble. The men of the Seaview do not look the 
other way. 


"Despite the danger, they go to help him out. 


"They demonstrate that people can rise above 


concern for their own skins, that they care, that they 
take the trouble. 


"In these times, or in any times, I think that's an 


important statement to make." 


Basehart grinned. "Of course, the good-guy-vs.-the- 


bad-guys story has been done times unnumbered, and 
v;iii be again. It's most people's favorite story; mine,

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Circle Tour 
Christmas Is Magic Time 
Across Our United States

Christmas is the magic time of year all across America. 


Every town has a Magic Circle of yuletide discovery-exciting sights and 


sounds that are part of the miracle of Christmas-from the fairyland depart- 
ment store windows on Chicago's State Street to the little Spanish villages in 
northern New Mexico where small bonfires line the streets and candlelit Nativity 
scenes are displayed in honor of El Santo Nino (the Holy Child). 


Memorable pictures are in store for those who start a Manhattan holiday 


by gazing up at the skyscraper-framed 60-foot Norway spruce, focal point of 
Rockefeller Center and New York's fabulous holiday displays This 31st tree 
to decorate the center comes from Hurley, New York, weighs" four tons and has 
a 45-foot branch spread. It will glow with some 5,000 multi-colored flat metal 
disks that spin in the wind, and is topped by a four-foot star. 


The Center's Channel Gardens, leading from the tree to glistening Fifth 


Avenue, have twelve wire-sculptured Jack-in-the-Boxes, each eight feet high 
with a five-foot figure spring out, while wire alphabet blocks decorate the six 
garden beds. A block away a 64-foot "heavenly" tree of lights glows atop the 
48-story Time & Life skyscraper. 


Pageant of Peace 


In the Ellipse, a park across from the White House. President Johnson will 


press the button on Dec. 22 to light the "National Community Christmas Tree." 
a 75-foot Norway spruce fiom West Virginia, as part of Washington, D. C.'s 
annual Christinas Pageant of Peace. The event will be televised nationally. 
A total of 80 smaller lighted evergreens, some of which represent the 50 states 
and three territories, will form a cross, with the giant spruce at the crux. Eight 
Jive reindeer presented by Alaska will participate in the various ceremonies. 
The wood from last year's tree will be burned in a pit dug into the Ellipse each 
night until Dec. 31—the light going out with the old year. And there will be 
both religious and non-religious caroling. 


Perhaps the most unique among Southern California's extensive Yule dis- 


plays is the town of Joshua Tree, in a desert forest of these cacti-like trees, 
which recreates Bethlehem's homes and shops. Each night through Dec. 24 
the townspeople stage a Nativity pageant "Town of Bethlehem." North of San 
Diego the scarlet blooms of the famed poinsettia fields line many miles of the 
county roadsides. From Christmas until New Year's AHadena's "Mile of Christ- 
mas Trees" will be lighted—some 100 giant Himalayan deodar trees decorated 
\\ilh 10,000 colored lights. 


On the cooler side, at Oceanside, Calif., some 300 surf club members plunge 


into the Pacific from the pier for a traditional Christmas Day Dip. 


Time has been turned back for 20 centuries at the University of North 


Carolina's (Chapel Hill) Morehead Planetarium for the presentation of the 
traditional "Star of Bethlehem"program (held nightly and also during the day 
on weekends through Jan. 0, except Dec. 24 and 25). Heavenly phenomena is 
part of a pageant of beauty, with the story of the Birth of Jesus told in lights, 
color and msic by a great choir. Particularly appealing to campus visitors is 
Chapel Hill's variety of holly—especially colorful this season—which has been 
planted and added to over the years. 


Biloxi, Mississippi's landmark lighthouse will carry the message "Merry 


Christmas" from top to bottom to the sunny Gulf Coast's Yuletide visitors. 


Bethlehem's Star 


Pennsylvania's Bethlehem and Nazareth treat Christmas as a season of beauty 


and anticipation. Bethlehem's star, high on South Mountain, can be seen for 
miles; there is Moravian caroling, festivals of light and putz displays. And at 
Pittsburgh's Buhl Planetarium nine trains on the Christmas Railroad speed 
through a miniature "Americana" countryside: a band in a park bandstand, 
a small dairy farm and an animated barn dance, blacksmith shop, logging town, 
old mill by the stream, a water mill with animated wheel and cascading water. 
Over 10,000 tiny trees and shrubs have been planted to add to the realism. 


The celebration of Christmas is weirdly beautiful in the Indian pueblos of 


New Mexico. Midnight Masses are held in the ancient mission churches, to be 
followed in the early morning hours by ceremonial dances, a part-Christian, 
part-pagan ritual. At the great 900-year-old pueblo at Taos on Christmas Eve, 
vespers will precede the Procession of the Virgins followed by the traditional 
costumed Los Matachinas deer dance. In an impressive ceremony figures 
wrapped in blankets light their torches from a large bonfire and form a pro- 
cession, whose path is flanked by small bonfires. 


On the other side of America people also will drive for miles to see the 


Beacon Hill Hand Bell Ringers in their 28th Christmas Eve concert in Boston's 
Louisberg Square. A guild of such bell ringers was first organized in historic 
Old North Church in 1750; one member was Paul Revere. 


Yuletide "name" towns play host to thousands of visitors, and serve as 


Santa's postmaster; literally tons of packages and cards are sent for postmarking 
to such villages as Santa Claus, Ind.. so named in 1852, and tiny Christmas, Fla., 
site of Fort Christmas of Seminole Indian War days. 


From an overlooking hilltop a star of the Nativity shines down on Noel in 
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southern Missouri, a picture-postcard hamlet at all seasons of the year; here a 
half-million pieces of mail are handled in December. An interesting holiday 
Magic Circle in this part of the country is to drive east from Noel to Branson, 
in the heart of Missouri's Ozarks—the "Shepherd of the Hills" country—where 
thousands come to see the "Days of Christmas." Featured is a floodlight 400- 
foot long Adoration Scene on Mount Branson, supposedly the largest in the 
nation. A 30-foot neon star is above the display, which lasts through New 
Year's Day, and a high-fidelity sound system carries the choral music 12 miles. 


Old English ceremonies are given colorful treatment in two widely separated 


holiday trip targets. Two weeks of Christmas festivities at Virginia's Williams- 
burg will conclude Jan. 2. The gaily decorated Yule Log is brought in with 
authentic ritual, there is a firing of Christmas guns, caroling and dancing. 


Visitors will outnumber townspeople two to one at the traditional Yule Log 


Hunt (Dec. 22) at Palmer Lake, Colo., just north of the showplace new U S 
Air Force Academy. 


The finder of the hidden notched log has the winner's privilege of riding the 


timber down the steep side of Sundance Mountain, a bump and hair-raising 
sled run designed by nature.

Motorists have a double objective in Connecticut-first, to help snow under

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Bond Fans Find Thrills 
In Five Short Adventures 
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This is the first in a series of review's of the 


works of the late Ian Fleming, noted English author 
wlio created James Bond, fictional agent 007 of Her 
Majesty's Secret Service. 


When Fleming died in August, he had written 11 


full-length 
novels featuring James Bond, all best- 


sellers. Currently, his most recent publication, "You 
Only Live Tunce," is on national hard-cover best- 
selling lists, and his previous book. "On Her Majesty's 
Secret Service," is in the top 10 of fictional paper- 
back best-sellers. 


Fleming based much of the substance of his nov- 


els on his work as a writer for the London Times 
and as editorial board member of the London Sunday 
Times. All his books are widely available in paper- 
back and hardcover forms. 


The red telephone on James Bond's desk gave a 


shrill ring. Bond looked up. It could only be the 
Chief of Staff calling for M. or M. himself Perhaps 
M. had another assignment for him and he soon 
would be relieved of this tediously boring desk duty. 


He walked briskly past his secretary, the shapely 


Loelia Ponsonby. and into M's outer office The beau- 
tiful but hard-looking Miss Moneypenny, M's per- 
sonal secretary, ushered him into M's office. The 
blue light went on above M's door, signifying their 
conversation must not be disturbed. 


Bond stared into the eyes of the old sailor, M., 


who was then, and still, is. head of the British secret 
service. ''Hello 007. . . ." 


These paragraphs appeared, almost verbatim, in 


each of the late Ian Fleming's 11 full-length James 
Bond novels. And with each confrontation, M. was 
about to send Secret Agent James Bond on some 


mission that would take readers on a 190-page in- 
trigue-filled but somewhat ridiculous adventure that 
would bring Bond to the verge of death. 


"For Your Eyes Only," published in hard-cover by 


Viking Press and in paperback by Signet, is a col- 
lection of five James Bond short stories. Three of 
these are standard Bond fare: ''From a View to Kill." 
taking Bond to Paris in a premeditated assassination 
attempt: "For Your Eyes Only," with Bond and the 
also-standard beautiful girl trying to murder a Cuban 
hoodlum in Vermont, and ''Risico," with Bond break- 
ing up a dope-running racket in the Balkans. 


But. of the two remaining, ''Quantum of Solace" 


stands out as Fleming's best work of all. Throughout 
all his works, Fleming brings his writing far above- 
average detective-novel level with his understanding 
oi nature and human behavior. 


"Quantum of Solace" is a story of human nature. 


James Bond serves only as the listener's ears. Bond 
is listening to the governor of Bermuda tell the story 
of a woman's life—with an ending that's e\en sur- 
prising for mystery-master Fleming. 


The remaining short, "Ilildebrand Rarity," also 


is a study of human nature, this time involving a 
woman patiently suffering the persecution of an 
overbearing husband. Bond, while on leave, is work- 
ing aboard the husband's scientific exhibition boat 
off the Seychelles Islands. The standard Bond blood- 
shed enters near the end, but Bond is only a philo- 
sophical observer. "Quantum of Solace" and "Hilde- 
brand Rarity" make "For Your Eyes Only" Fleming's 
best book.

"On Beginning From 
Within; on Listening to Another" (Harper $4), is an 
uplifting series of essays for thoughtful reading and 
soul-searching.

mixing memory and desire?" 


He doesn't answer his own question, but the story 


turns out to be a springtime fantasy of unrequited 
love, as viewed from the perspective of nearly three 
decades. 


Magnificent Madness 


Back in the 1930s Brad had become a Hollywood 


writer at a very early age, on the basis of one pub- 
lished book. It was there he had met Tallie Winthrop. 
Tallie happened to have a husband, and happened to 
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be loyal to him. So Brad began "carrying the torch" 
for her, as they said in those days. 


It was the era of magnificent madness in the movie 


industry, but Brad managed to stomach it for a time. 
When he did pull out, it was to follow his friend Ernie 
Miller—a parlor pink of that period—to Spain, where 
they became ambulance drivers for the Loyalists. 


Much of Brad's narrative is concerned with an 


ocean trip from the West Coast to New York (en route 
to Spain), during which he and Tallie faced the old 
problem of the triangle. 


The only trouble with Moll's novel is that it has 


charm and wit, which seem to be out of fashion these 
days. The author, who will be remembered for "Seid- 
man and Son," has a facile gift for phrase-making and 
lively dialogue, and his book is well worth reading.

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Evelyn Waugh's 
Autobirgraphy Is 
Typically British 


A Little Learning. By Evelyn Waugh. Little, 


Brown. $5. 


There is a beginning here, of a chronicle of how a 


writer is made. It is the first part of Waugh's auto- 
biography, reaching a little past his college years. 


He describes his genetic heritage, starting with 


his great-grandparents, and besides the professional 
men listed (lawyers, soldiers, doctors) it is interesting 
that in the family tree there were several writers as 
well as a painter. 


He moves next to his family environment, his 


mother and nurse, his childhood stimuli, his early 
friends and companions. And then comes a very sym- 
pathetic portrait of his father, a publisher and writer; 
it is admirably done in the reticent English way. 


Dissolute Year 


He tells about his education, in a miserable board- 


ing school in the time of World War I, and his un- 
distinguished, rather dissolute years at Oxford, fol- 
lowed by a very sticky Bohemian interval. 


For American readers, this may seem to be a 


slow-moving, typically British account, sauntering 
along in 19th Century (or earlier) fashion. Waugh 
makes no attempt, magazine-wise, to catch the read- 
er's fancy with anecdotal spice or dramatic incident. 
Yet withal its low-keyed, sober tone, it is a revealing 
document. 


Waugh's early years are spun into a web of obser- 


vations that may seem on this side of the Atlantic to 
be other-world, even archaic, recordings of another 
day. But it must be remembered that out of this 
writer's beginnings came some biting indictments of 
20th Century life. We have here a view into the 
conventional background from which came unconven- 
tional perspectives of our troubled and troublesome 
era.

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Cyclamen Is Finest of 
Winterflowering Plants 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


Have you seen any of those showy, winterflower- 


Ing plants with decoratively patterned leaves and 
shooting-star type blossoms such as the one illustrat- 
ed here? These are cyclamen, one of the finest of all 
flowering plants. The large, succulent, roundish or 
heart-shaped leaves, bluish in color with designs in 
silver on their surfaces, immediately identify these 
plants as the florists' varieties; the leaves of the Baby 
Cyclamen (C. neapolitanum), sharply angled rather 
than rounded and green instead of blue-green, dis- 
tinguish the smaller, hardier, fall-flowering variety 
that can be grown outdoors as well as indoors. 


I am a firm believer in letting florists, with all 


their know-how and equipment, grow the more de- 
manding plants such as cyclamen because they can do 
it to perfection. Amateurs usually lack both the 
knowledge and the facilities to grow these plants well. 
However, I readily understand the normal desire to 
keep such a gift plant alive and in good health as long 
as possible. And herein is where most indoor garden- 
ers make their first mistake; this plant cannot be 
forced to keep growing indefinitely. It grows from 
a large, flattened tuber whose nature is to go dor- 
mant; too much water for too long simply forces 
the tuber to exhaust itself. 


When you receive your florist-type cyclamen, 


strip off all the fancy wrappings from the pot. and 
set it on a chunk of wood in a deep bowl. Fill the bowl 
with water to just below the bottom of the pot, and 
always maintain the water at this level. The plant 
should be watered normally each day from above, 
but between waterings it will draw up additional 
moisture through the wooden block. As the flowers 
fade, pull (do not cut. as this lea\es a rot-prone 


stub of stem i the stems from the tuber. Do the same 
with yellowed leaves. When the plant signals a de- 
sire to rest by ceasing to flower and by making 
smaller and fewer leaves, remove the pot from the 
bowl and decrease watering gradually until the soil 
is quite dry. The tuber may be left potted, and the 
soil should be sprinkled lightly every couple of 
weeks to prevent complete drying. Repot in fresh 
soil in August, the hollow side of the tuber up and 
exposed just above the soil level. 


In addition to ample moisture and an adequate 


rest, cyclamen must be kept very cool, with temper- 
atures no higher than sixty-five degrees and not be- 
low forty-five while they are in active growth. (These 
low temperatures are not possible in August, when 
repotting, but as soon as the weather cools, the tubers 
will grow well.) Provide them with strong light but no 
direct sun. If you can provide the right care and tem- 
peratures, you will be able to reflower your cyclamen 
satisfactorily, and few thrills can equal that.

No Sign of Slackening Demand 
For Autos Imported Into U. S.

DETROIT—(AP)—Import car dealers did a thriv- 


ing business in the first 10 months of 1964 and there 
is no sign of any slackening off in the final two 
months. 


That was the word in automotive circles as a tabu- 


lation of registrations of the top imported makes 
showed them running well ahead of the corresponding 
period in 1963. 


Sales of the top 10 were well past the 300,000 


mark, compared with 257.482 in the comparable 10 
months of last year. 


Volkswagen, perennial No. 1 seller among imports 


in the U. S. market, chalked up 229,448 U. S. sales 
in the January-October period, and by Nov. 10 already 
exceeded the 232,500 deliveries made in all of calen- 
dar 1963. 


Open-Door Policy? 


In conjunction with the reports showing imports 


doing well in the U. S. sales market, a veteran ob- 
server of the British auto market raised the question 
of whether the American industry has not left the 
door wide open for foreign makes to move into the 
approximate $2,200 price range. 


John F. Dugdale, editor of the magazine Automo- 


tive Business, published by the British Automobile 
News Bureau, asked: 


"Has the domestic industry allowed the gap to 


widen between itself and small economy sedans, leav- 
ing room for imports to make new headway in the 
American market? 


"Detroit executives would probably say; not really. 
"But the evidence seems to argue the other way. 


In the first place. Detroit's billion-dollar investment 
in its new cars was spent not to perfect austere cars, 
or to create more effective competitive vehicles in the 
under 82,200 price category. Rather it was spent to 
upgrade what were once the compacts, to dress up the 
standard size Chevrolet, Ford and Plymouth lines for 
1965 and to promote the Rambler models out of the 
compact line."

horsepower has not returned completely, the trend 
has more or less moved in that direction.

Using Blackwood Is 
An Art in Itself

When you sit down to a bridge game with strangers 


you often ask what conventions they use. "Do you 
play Stayman?" you inquire. "Are your jump over- 
calls strong or weak?" 


Often enough you get a light-hearted answer: 


''Don't bother with all those fancy bids. Just use lots 
and lots of Blackwood." 


Fair enough. I like a light-hearted game as well 


as he next man, but I di wish they'd learn to bid 
slams without using the Blackwood Convention. 


The export cannot sell the average player on the 


idea of bidding a slam without first bidding four no- 
trump. The slam would seem illegal, like entering a 
strange house by way of a window instead of the 
front door. 


Right Time 


The time to use Blackwood is when you have 


kings or singletons in the unbid suits. You will know 
how high to bid as soon as you find out how many 
aces your partner holds. 


The time not to use Blackwood is when you have 


two or more small cards (queen or lower) in an unbid 
suit. If the answer to Blackwood reveals that one 
ace is missing you won't know whether or not to bid 
a small slam. 


For example, take the South cards in the hand 


shown today. Assume that your partner has a dif- 
ferent hand, not including an ace. Do you want to

get to a slam, or do you want to stop short of a slam? 


You just don't know.

Cue Bidding

Trip by Bus, Train Is Rewarding If 
Hobbyist Takes Sight - Seeing, Tours

I've been playing my bird records lately in order 


to find out which thrush we heard singing near Bear 
Lake during a recent trip taken by my sister and me 
to Rocky Mountain National Park. 


The bird was too far away and too hidden by foli- 


age for us to see it, but we heard its beautiful and un- 
mistakable thrush tones coming from tall spruce trees 
near the lake. Because we knew their songs, we elim- 
inated the wood, hermit and gray-cheeked thrushes 
and the veery. The song suggested that of the Swain- 
son's thrush, formerly called the olive-backed thrush, 
a bird which I've listened to several times in wooded 
areas of the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 


After listening to the records, and consulting all 


of by bird books, I've decided it must be the western 
subspecies of the Swainson's thrush, usually called the 
russet-backed thrush.

Another bird we saw, new to me, was the ptar- 


migan. Two of these birds were feeding on the high 
slopes along the road to Bear Lake. Like the ptar- 
migans that occur in Arctic barrens, they turn all 
white in winter. Ptarmigans are related to grouse, 
but are quite a bit smaller than our ruffed grouse 
and prairie chicken. 


Two deer, the only large game animals we saw 


during our entire stay, were observed along the way 
too. Rocky Mountain Park is not over-run with beg- 
ging bear the way Yellowstone and To ton Parks are. 


Bear Lake is a clear, cool mountain lake set in a 


basin surrounded by high mountain peaks. There is a 


nature trail around the lake, and another one which 
leads to beautiful little Nymph Lake, a half-mile away. 
We chose the latter trail, and took many pictures of 
the lily pad-covered lake, some showing reflections of 
mountain peaks on the surface. 


On our last day at Estes Park, having exhausted 


all the short bus tours which were available. Ruth and 
I decided to hike in the area. Once more we climbed 
the high cliff immediately behind our cabin and 
looked for the pine siskins, western house wrens, 
flickers and house finches we had seen there before. 
The house finch is a colorful western bird related to 
the purple finch. 


Hiked Hillsides 


In the afternoon we had a cab take us two miles 


out of town toward the entrance of Rocky Mountain 
Park. Here we hiked on the hillsides and along the 
Pall River. We found many evidences of elk here, 
and were reminded that Estes residents had told us 
that in winter the mountain meadows surrounding 
the town were the feeding grounds of the Elk. Besides 
droppings, we saw the black spots on the aspens where 
elk had chewed at the bark when food was scarce. 


Birds we saw here included the rock wren; a hawk 


which flew away before we could identify it, and a 
golden eagle which hovered and sailed high up over a 
little valley between hills. By trespassing across some- 
one's private bridge crossing the Fall River, we reach- 
ed the road and hiked back to town. 


Nothing can equal a vacation trip by car, but even 


a train or bus trip is fine, if you take advantage of 
the sight-seeing tours, nature trails and nature pro- 
grams which are offered. Available also at Estes 
were concerts, plays, art exhibits and other forms of 
entertainment and recreation.

Must Play Also 


You don't earn 1430 point just for bidding a rea- 


sonable slam. You must also play the hand. Some- 
times you must even play the hand well. 


West opens the nine of hearts, trying to steer you 


away from the heart finesse, but you are not to be 
discouraged. You cannot eat that small heart, so you 
take the finesse and hold your breath. 


Fortunately, your queen of hearts wins the first 


trick. Now you are home if you can just limit the 
trump loss to one trick. 


There is no problem if the trumps break 2-2 or 3-1 


You may lose one trump trick, but you cannot lose 
any more. You have a problem only if one of the 
opponents has all four of the outstanding trumps. 


If West has all of the trumps, you will have an easy 


time. You can lead a trump to the ace, finding out the 
bad news. Then you will lead a low trump to the 
back toward dummy's jack. W;est can take his queen, 
but you will capture his other trumps with the ace, 
king and jack. 


How will you guard against four trumps in the 


East hand? 


Deep Play 


You lead the deuce of spades from dummy at the 


second trick, and East follows suit with the three. 
You take out insurance by covering with the four of 
spades! 


When this deep finesse works, you are home. If 


West were able to win the trick, only two trumps 
would be left: and you could regain the lead and draw 
those two trumps with the ace and king. 


Why did East led you get away with the lowly 


four of spades? His best chance was to play his three 
of trumps in the hope that you would carelessly play 
the ace or king. Then you would have to give him 
two trump tricks. 


East would lose his chance if he played the nine 


of spades on the first round of trumps. You would 
win with the king, disco\ering the bad news when 
West failed to follow suit. 


Then you would lead a low trump, losing the jack 


to East's queen. Back to dummy with any side suit 
to lead a trump through East's 10-3. and the slam is 
in the bag.

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POSTAGE STAMPS TAKE A LICKING 


Stamps to commemorate mules and mothers-in-law, hambui'gers and hog callers? They're 
just some of the strange requests the Postmaster General gets from his customers

MERICANS have a habit of 


telling their Post Office 


Department in no uncertain 
terms what they think about 
postage stamps—both the 
ones Uncle Sam has printed 
and the ones they would like 
him to put out. 


Take the Kennedy memorial 


stamp, issued on what would have 
been the President's birthday last 
May 29. It probably was the most 
carefully planned stamp in U.S. 
postal history; the final design was 
the result of months of work.

When it finally came out, most 


Americans were enthusiastic about 
the finished product, feeling that it 
truly captured the vigorous, dy- 
namic spirit of President Kennedy. 
But we also had complaints—peo- 
ple wrote in objecting to everything 
from the quotation we used to the 
dramatic way the President's head 
was cropped in the picture. 


Americans have strong opinions 


about their postage stamps—and 
original ideas, too. Hardly a week 
goes by that we are not swamped 
with requests for new stamps from 
individuals, organizations, and 
members of Congress. Right now 
we have more than 3,000 stamp re- 
quests on file. 


There is a woman who wants us 


to issue a bride-and-groom stamp to 
be used for mailing wedding invita- 
tions. We also have been asked to 
cut rates for love letters! 


Such requests come from people 


who are sincere, and I consider the 
requests seriously. Occasionally, of 
course, I do feel the writers must 
be pulling the Post Office's leg. For 
instance, one correspondent loved 
hamburgers so much he wanted a 
stamp produced in their honor. 
Then there was the man who re- 
quested a stamp immortalizing 
Whooda Tom, a hog caller supposed- 
ly so persuasive that on 2 time four 
pork chops jumped from a frying 
pan in answer to his call! 


We have received suggestions for 


stamps commemorating grand- 
mothers, beachcombers, Texas long- 
horn cattle, cave men, and comic- 
strip characters. Not long ago, a 
Palm Springs, Calif., builder want- 
ed a stamp to celebrate the con- 
struction of the 3,000th swimming 
pool in his city. My files also con- 
tain proposals for stamps paying 
homage to mules, mothers-in-law, 
bifocal lenses, and pretzels. 


For every stamp we select to be 


printed, hundreds are turned down 
—and even then our troubles may 
only be just beginning. There's al- 
ways the chance of a stamp slip-up. 


One blooper the Post Office pre- 


vented involved a stamp printed in 


honor of the trucking industry. To 
avoid favoring any one manufac- 
turer, the design was supposed to 
be an unidentifiable composite of 
several makes. But just hours before 
the presses were to start rolling, we 
discovered the stamp still showed a 
well-known make of truck. Hasty 
engraving changes yielded a new 
"neutral" truck. 


A few years back, some religious 


skeptics chafed at a stamp depict- 
ing Washington on his knees at 
prayer during the terrible winter 
at Valley Forge. They contended 
there was no hard proof that Wash- 


ington sought divine guidance the 
way we had portrayed him. 


The Post Office does occasionally 


let a stamp mistake get past it. 
We're only human. Modern produc- 
tion techniques almost rule out the 
possibility of our printing part of 
a stamp upside down (as has hap- 
pened several times in the past), 
but leaser mistakes do slip by us. 


The Department put out a beau- 


tiful red, white, and blue stamp 
showing Old Glory waving over the 
White House. Immediately, patri- 
otic letter writers flooded us with 
notes telling us the words "United 
States" and "postage" were missing 
—though this, of course, was by 
plan. Some sharp-eyed critics also 
complained that we didn't have 


enough stripes on the flag—an illu- 
sion created by the furl. 


Experiences like this have taught 


us to be painstakingly careful. For 
instance, we used particular shades 
of blue and yellow on our recent 
Project Mercury stamp. When in- 
terested citizens wrote claiming 
the colors we chose for the earth as 
it looks from outer space were "all 
wrong," we were able to reply: "Be- 
fore printing the stamp, we checked 
the colors with two of the men who 
had been up there." 


Though people sometimes give us 


a licking about our stamps, the U. S. 
Post Office goes a long way to try 
and do things right. I think we suc- 
ceed, too. Currently, we're handling 
some 72 billion pieces of mail a 
year—and doing it more efficiently 
than any postal system on earth. 


The Postmaster General has been 


described as the operator of the na- 
tion's biggest "complaint" depart- 
ment, but I must take issue with 
this description. In 1963 the De- 
partment received only one com- 
plaint for every 2 million items 
mailed—and even many of these 
were unjustified. So I doubt there is 
a business anywhere whose mar- 
gin for error is as low as ours. 


But Americans are a free people, 


in the habit of speaking their minds, 
and when citizens speak, we at the 
Department sit up and listen! 
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A rare skier still struggles up a 


slope on skis. But as this pair,

THE SLEEP CURE 
COMES TO AMERICA 


EDITORS' NOTE: Last year FAMILY WEEKLY 


published a revealing report on how sleep was 
being used in European countries for the treat- 
ment of everything from overweight to nervous 
breakdowns. Now, a distinguished American phy- 
sician is employing narcosis—prolonged sleep— 
as a remarkably effective 
treatment for a wide 


variety of stubborn illnesses.

OR FIVE YEARS an irritable young 
Ohio teacher had been tormented 


by a skin ailment that kept him scratch- 
ing constantly. His entire body was cov- 
ered with skin eruptions. Finally he had 
to quit teaching. 


None of the many doctors he visited could help 


him. Then one day he heard of a Cleveland psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Edward 0. Harper, who was suc- 
cessfully using the technique of induced sleep to 
treat psychosomatic maladies (physical disorders 
involving a strong emotional undercurrent). 


In desperation, the unhappy teacher begged 


Dr. Harper to take him as a patient. At the 
Hanna Pavilion of University Hospitals in Cleve- 
land, he was given barbiturate drugs for 13 days 
and fell into a sound sleep. He was awakened 


only for meals and nursing care. Mittens were 
put on his hands to prevent him from "sneaking 
a scratch" in his sleep. 


At the end of the third day, the patient asked 


for a mirror. Staring at his face in amazement, 
he exclaimed, "I haven't looked like this in years!" 
and broke down sobbing with joy. 


Two days later his pert, attractive wife came 


to visit him. She looked in the door of his hos- 
pital room, passed by, did a double take, and re- 
turned. She hadn't recognized her husband. Rush- 
ing to his bedside, she embraced him fervently. 


Today, two years after his marathon nap, the 


teacher has only an occasional mild flare-up of 
his skin trouble. Psychologically, too, he has 
changed. Instead of bottling up his tensions and 
turning irritable, he is able to handle his feelings 
more constructively. To Dr. Harper, he remarked: 
"I feel as though I'm the master, not the pris- 
oner, of my anger." 


Dr. Harper's sleep technique is no gimmick or 


fad. The genial, rugged, six-foot physician is 
assistant dean and associate professor of psychi- 
atry at Western Reserve University Medical 
School, and his professional standing is widely 
recognized. 


"Narcosis enables us to reach people with seri- 


ous emotional problems who are so ill physically 


that psychotherapy is almost impossible," Dr. 
Harper says. "It is a court of last resort when 
everything else has been tried and has failed." 


Unlike in Europe, where "dozing away your 


ills" has been resorted to indiscriminately, cases 
at the Cleveland hospital are selected carefully. 
Thus far Dr. Harper has administered narcosis 
to patients with bronchial asthma; neuroderma- 
titis; ulcerative colitis, a fairly common disease 
involving sores in the large intestine; and ano- 
rexia nervosa, a psychological sickness marked 
by devastating loss of appetite and weight. 
H 


OW DOES THE SLEEP CURE WORK? The patient 
is put into a light, drugged sleep for 10 to 


14 days, during which he wakes briefly every 
morning and early evening. Nurses and doctors 
keep a continual watch over him, checking his 
blood pressure, pulse, temperature, and respira- 
tion. Among other precautions, they see that his 
position in bed is changed every hour. 


During waking intervals, the patient is warmly 


reassured by doctors and nurses: "Everything's 
fine . . . We're looking after you . . . You've 
nothing to worry about . . . You're safe . . ." 


Dr. Harper explains that, during the long sleep, 


the patient is shielded from the stresses of life 
and free from inner conflicts. 
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Narcosis, that amazing medical treatment from Europe, 
finally has arrived in the U.S.—a boon for those who wish 
to slumber their way to health

"We try," he says, "to create an environment 


like that suitable for a sick child in a nursery 
rather than a sick adult in a hospital. The pa- 
tient regresses to an infantile state, where he 
feels secure and insulated from the threats of a 
hostile world. Because sleep is a natural process, 
he can accept this without loss of self-esteem. 
In this state, while the organic lesion is healing, 
psychological healing also seems to take place." 


The subconscious return to childhood is star- 


tlingly real. While asleep, one 38-year-old man 
reached up and called out in a boyish voice: 
"Hold me, Mom, hold me!" A 27-year-old ac- 
countant, under narcosis, burst out with: "Help 
me! Nobody cares if I die! Save me!"—the cries 
of an anguished youngster. 


The teacher who was put to sleep for his skin 


affliction remarked: "I felt the way our baby 
feels. She seems to have an acute sense of hear- 
ing, and so did I. When she is uncomfortable, she 
simply weeps, and so did I." 


While much of what happens when we sleep 


remains a mystery. Dr. Harper believes that 
through regression the patient practically starts 
life all over again. In the process, his physical 
well-being gradually improves. 


"Even more significant," Dr. Harper pointedly 


observes, "are definite psychological changes in 


these patients. They seem to turn an emotional 
corner, acquiring the strength to deal with every- 
day problems." 


In many cases the reversal of symptoms has 


been dramatic. Moreover, follow-up reports indi- 
cate that results are lasting. 


One housewife, whose colitis had kept her vir- 


tually a prisoner in her home for 13 years, under- 
went narcosis—and later was able to travel free- 
ly wherever she liked. Recalling her experience 
when she emerged from the long sleep, she said: 
"Suddenly it seemed like a different world." 
A 


NOTHER PATIENT was a pretty, 21-year-old 
coed. She was afflicted with anorexia nervosa 


and was so emotionally disturbed that she could 
not swallow food. Down to 66 pounds, she looked 
like a walking skeleton and had to leave college. 
But during narcosis, she gained eight pounds 
and started back on the road to health. Returning 
to school, she was graduated last June. 


Another woman suffered from severe bronchial 


asthma. During attacks, her lungs would fill up, 
and she would collapse in paroxysms of gasping. 
In 10 years she was admitted to hospitals at least 
40 times. Finally she took the sleep treatment. 
After that, she was able to hold down a full-time 
job for the first time in years. 


Much remains to be learned about why and how 


the narcosis procedure works. Originally Dr. 
Harper became intrigued with the idea when he 
witnessed its effect on patients in a Pennsylvania 
psychiatric hospital. During World War II, when 
he was an Army psychiatrist, he tried it on some 
GIs with emotional difficulties. 


When he returned to civilian practice, he ap- 


plied the technique to patients with severe psy- 
chosomatic diseases. In Cleveland he has been 
using narcosis to treat more and more ailments 
during the past few years. 


The sleep treatment, however, is complicated. 


Dr. Harper cautions that it should be undertaken 
only at a hospital where the patient can have 
expert around-the-clock care. 


He is convinced that narcosis potentially can 


be extended to patients with peptic ulcers, acute 
rheumatoid arthritis, and high blood pressure in 
which emotional distress is involved. 


After all, the healing power of slumber was 


recognized centuries ago by Shakespeare, when 
he wrote that sleep is the "balm of hurt minds, 
great nature's second course, chief nourisher in 
life's feast." 


Today, Shakespeare's insight is being con- 


firmed by Cleveland's trouble-shooting, percep- 
tive psychiatrist, Dr. Harper.

The Case of the

Cj TANDING IN A brightly lighted self-service 
O laundry near Jackson, Mich., Douglas 
Watkins, 31, told Detective Lt James Myers 
the circumstances of the disappearance of his 
wife Joan, 28. 


He said that after his wife had put their 10-month-old 


daughter to bed, she discovered she had no clean diapers 
for the baby. So, although it was past midnight on that 
frosty Sunday morning of Feb. 17, 1963, Joan decided 
to drive to the self-service laundry. There was no thought 
of danger; many young people went there late at night. 


When Joan was not home by 3 a.m., Watkins drove to 


the laundry and found her car parked outside with the 
key in the ignition. Inside on the bench were some of 
the baby's diapers, Joan's coat, and a pack of cigarettes.

concluded. "She couldn't have gone very far in this kind 
of weather without a coat." 


Obtaining a picture and description of the young 


mother, Lieutenant Myers asked the Jackson television 
and radio stations to broadcast bulletins appealing for 
help. In response, a young housewife called Myers and 
told him she had been in the laundry when Joan came in 
about 12:45 a.m. During the next 15 minutes, she said, 
others had come in, including three men—Frank Hickey, 
Larry Hanley, and George Gohmann. 


"When did Joan leave?" Myers asked. 
"I'm not sure," the young housewife said. "I was busy 


with my washing, and I remember looking her way about 
1:30 a.m. She wasn't there, but the diapers were, so I 
assumed she had gone to the washroom. But she wasn't 
back when I left half an hour later." 


"When did the men leave?" 
"Larry Hanley stayed only a few minutes. The others

1. Spread nuts in a large shallow baking 
pan and heat in a 275°F oven 15 to 20 
min., or until they are lightly browned; 
stir occasionally. 
2. Combine the sugar, water, cinnamon, 
and salt in a heavy 1-qt. saucepan. Stir 
over low heat until sugar is dissolved. 
3. Increase heat and bring to boiling. 
Wash down crystals from sides of pan 
with a pastry brush dipped in water. 
Put candy thermometer in place. Cook, 
without stirring, until thermometer 
registers 296°F, washing down crystals 
from sides of pan as necessary and 
changing water after each washing. 
4. Remove at once from heat and place 
pan of sirup over hot water. Remove 
thermometer. Dip 3 to 5 nuts into sirup 
at one time, evenly coating each nut. 
Do not stir sirup. Using a buttered 
fork, lift nuts to aluminum foil or a 
buttered baking sheet.

Add the strips of peel and 
cook very slowly, stirring frequently 
until most of the sirup is absorbed and 
peel begins to look transparent. 
5. Remove peel to cooling rack. When it 
has cooled slightly, roll, a few pieces 
at a time, in sugar. Cool completely. 
Store in tightly covered container.

I Kill Avalanches 


Snowy death threatened on America's ski slopes—until this pioneer 


avalanche buster pulled the teeth of an icy killer 


By MONTGOMERY M. ATWATER 


RUNG TO THE EDGE of the steep, funnellike 
mountain slope, I looked up at the huge, 


glistening peak of snow above me. 


The sunlight was warm. I knew melting snow was rap- 


idly eating away the base of that gleaming white mountain 
of ice. Any moment it could turn into an avalanche. A 
cough, the fluttering of a bird, the crackling of a frozen 
tree—anything could do it. 


That was why I was there. I'm a professional avalanche 


hunter. I kill avalanches. 


Squinting through my sunglasses, I watched a com- 


panion work his way up the other side of the steep funnel- 
slope. Finally he stopped and waved. 


Instantly I rammed my poles into the snow and went 


over the slope, my skis hissing on the powder snow. I 
shouted as I shot under the base of the massive slope of 
snow. It moved; I could feel the tremor through my skis. 


Glancing over my shoulder, I saw it break loose—thou- 


ands of tons of snow, ice, dirt, boulders—and come hurtling 
down the slope after me! Crouched low, I shot across the 
grade, twisting and turning wildly over the hummocks, 
and shot up over the opposite edge of the slope. 


I dug my ski edges in for a quick stop—as the avalanche 


roared by me down the mountain in a spuming cloud of 
snow. Wind tore at me; ice particles whipped my face. My 
heart was pounding. 


That was my first avalanche kill. It happened in the win- 


ter of 1946-47, while I was an avalanche patrolman at Alta, 


Utah. I've killed hundreds since. I've killed them every way 
I know—with bombs, with bullets, often hand to hand. 


Avalanches are big game. I know of none bigger or more 


dangerous. In 1962 an avalanche in Peru massacred 4,000 
people with one swipe of its icy claws. Last winter in Switz- 
erland avalanches killed three of the greatest skiers of our 
time: Buddy Werner, Barbi Henneberger, and Charles 
Bozon. If you are a skier, or if you live, work, travel, or 
play in the high mountains in winter, the next life lost 
could be yours unless I, or someone like me, kills that ava- 
lanche first. 


When I went to work for the U.S. Forest Service in 1946 


at Alta, the area was a skiing paradise, but one with a 
grisly history of death and destruction by avalanches. I was 
hired, I suspect, mostly because I was handy, a graduate 
of the 10th Mountain Division, and a man with some prac- 
tical avalanche experience. That is, my footwork was good 
enough to keep me out of harm's way. 


No one really knew much about avalanches in those days. 


The only tools we had to work with were a bundle of signs 
that read, "Closed Area, Avalanche Danger." They did 
nothing to control the avalanches and very little to control 
the people. 1 spent most of my time chasing skiers out of 
dangerous places. 


Two days before Christmas, 1946, something happened 


which changed all this. The Alta area was hit with a bliz- 
zard. Three high-school boys, camping out in an abandoned 
mine cabin up on the mountain, were crossing a steep slope 
when an avalanche roared down out of the whirling snow. 


picked off one of the boys, and buried him alive. 


What followed was the most nightmarish experience of 


my life Everybody at Alta started up the mountain to 
search for the boy—skiers, lift operators, desk clerks, 
cooks, chambermaids, old men, young girls. Most of the 
people were neither dressed for the job nor physically able 
to make a thousand-foot vertical climb through waist-deep 
snow in a blizzard. 


Despite continued delays, the struggling column of peo- 


ple finally got to the scene of the accident and dug out the 
boy. He was unconscious and badly injured. 


It was dark by now, a screeching dark that whipped us 


with wind and snow. In the eerie flare of the headlamps, 
we body-splinted the victim to his own skis. Six of us 
hoisted him to our shoulders, and down the mountain we 
went. Whenever one of the bearers stumbled and fell, the 
other bearers simply trampled over him while someone 
else took his place. Thus, over a carpet of bodies, we car- 
ried the boy to safety. A clean-up crew came behind to help 
those rescuers who needed rescuing themselves. 
I 


F THERE HAS TO BE A DATE when avalanche research began 


in the U.S., the night of Dec. 27, 1946, will do. That 


night, I declared personal war against avalanches. As 
a starter I wrote a report on the accident. I tried to ana- 
lyze what made the rescue a success. The reason, of course, 
was the hard core of professionals who knew what to do 
and did it in spite of the confusion. Out of that report 
came a standard rescue procedure which is now taught in 
every avalanche training program in the country. 


I set out to learn all I could about avalanches. A lot of 


good work had been done in Europe to protect towns, roads, 
railways, and power lines. But it struck me that no one 
was trying to protect the people moving about on the slopes. 


I saw we needed a positive approach, some way of mak- 


ing sure a slope is safe before turning the public loose on 
it. I decided the only way to do this was by skiing the 
slope personally. 


The idea isn't quite as suicidal as it sounds. Avalanches 


almost always run on the same slopes again and again and 
start at the same places—what we now call the trigger 
points. At Alta, I became the first man to pull the triggers 
of avalanches with my skis. 


It was a team system. One man sliced the avalanche 


slope. The other man stood in a safe place and watched, so 
he would know where to look in case his partner went down. 


This Atwater invention can measure snowfall intensity. 
A w v w 
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Then the first man played lookout while his partner took 
a cut. The system worked well, and avalanche busters still 
use it—even though they occasionally end up in hospitals. 


One day, it struck me that explosives would be better 


and safer than skis for knocking off avalanches. Nowadays, 
of course, the boom of exploding avalanche bombs is com- 
monplace on a slope, and skiers hardly look up from lacing 
their boots. Rjit back in the late 1940s, it was a brand-new 
sound in skiing. 


By today's standards, those first experiments with ex- 


plosives were pretty crude, but they were the start of the, 
first modern avalanche-control system in the U.S., or any- 
where else for that matter. 


Looking back on it, I can only wonder why I and the 


others who took part in those early duels with Alta's ava- 
lanches weren't killed. We did things we wouldn't even 
consider now, like climbing up an avalanche path in order 
to deliver our explosive calling cards to the trigger point 
at the top of the slope. 


But we had demonstrated a basic fact of modern ava- 


lanche control. An avalanche has a glass jaw. Hit it at the 
right time and place, and Goliath can be knocked flat by 
David, or at least thrown off balance, so that the giant 
wastes his knockout punch. 


This is unique. The avalanche is the only one of the 


great destructive natural forces man can trigger prema- 
turely at a time and place of his choosing. What David 
needs now, I decided, is a long-range slingshot so he can 
blaze away at Goliath from a distance. As an ex-soldier, 
I naturally thought of artillery. 


At first, the Forest Service was suspicious of the idea 


of turning its ski areas into a shooting gallery. But with 
the help of friends in Washington, I eventually got what 
I wanted—money for research and my artillery. 


CTUALLY, the turning point in avalanche research came 
. in 1951-52. By then, there were three research sta- 


tions: the one at Alta, another at Berthoud Pass in the 
Colorado Rockies, and another at Stevens Pass in the Cas- 
cades of Washington State. The three areas went through 
a blockbuster of a winter—600 inches of snowfall at Alta 
itself—without a scratch, while death and destruction 
roared down the slopes elsewhere. 


At Alta, with bombs and artillery fire, I knocked out so 


many avalanches I lost count of them. At the close of that 
snowy winter I wrote The Avalanche Handbook, the first 
comprehensive manual of avalanche forecasting and ava- 
lanche control. 


In 1956 I left Alta and moved to Squaw Valley, Calif., 


which had just been awarded the 1960 Winter Olympic 
Games. My instructions were simple: keep an avalanche 
disaster oft* the program. 


Ten years earlier I wouldn't have known where to begin. 


Five years earlier I might have known but wouldn't have 
had either the equipment or the manpower. In 1960 I was 
ready. Every top avalanche buster in the United States 
was at Squaw Valley. We were superbly armed with those 
weapons we had dreamed of ever since the Korean War, 
recoilless rifles. 


Thousands of people in person and millions more by tv 


were present on that cloudy, snowy day when the opening 
ceremonies ushered in the eighth Winter Olympic Games. 
No avalanche buster took part. We were all up in the clouds, 
killing the last avalanche in Squaw Valley. 


The work goes on. Men I have trained in my avalanche 


schools are now subduing treacherous snowslides all over 
the world. And 10,000 miles from Alta, where it all began, 
I write these words in a fortified camp in the Andes Moun- 
tains of Chile. Miles above us in a forbidding avalanche- 
ridden canyon lies a billion dollars worth of copper. 


My job? Kill the avalanche so miners can dig out the 


valuable deposits.

Know/es on the Four-Year University 


Governor-elect Knowles' comments this 


week on the proposed four-year university 
in Northeastern Wisconsin have posed 
major 
new obstacles for the 
project. 


Whereas a week ago we were discussing 
where the institution should be built. Mr. 
Knowles has now posed the 
question 


whether it should be built at all 


Mr. Knowles said in effect that he would 


not be pressured into taking a definite 
stand for or against the proposed facility 
In Northeastern Wisconsin until he had 
the time and the opportunity to take an 
over-all look at the state's 
educational 


needs. 


But at one point in the discussion he 


eaid flatly: "We don't have the money." 


He pointed out that about 40 per cent 


of the state's high school graduates go on 
to college, and that only half of these 
graduate from college. In view of the tre- 
mendous sums of money the state is spend- 
ing on higher education, he raised the 
question whether we are doing enough for 
the 80 per cent of our youth who do not 
graduate from college. 


His remarks must be judged against 


the background of the terrific pressure 
he is being put under by budget requests 
for the next biennium which are some S240 
millions higher than the present budget. 
We certainly cannot blame him in these 
circumstances for being conservative. 


But the Northeastern Wisconsin Educa- 


tion Committee, which has prepared stud- 
ies demonstrating the need for a four-year 
institution in this area, is not in actuality 
proposing new spending to build and oper- 
ate this facility. 


In the present biennium. $109 millions 


were appropriated to build new facilities at 
the University of Wisconsin at Madison and 
Milwaukee and at the state universities. 
That level of spending presumably must be 
continued in the next biennium if the state 
is to meet the increased college enroll- 
ments which population statistics forecast. 


What the regional committee proposes 


Is that some of those funds would be better 
spent in constructing a new four-year in- 
stitution in this area than they would if 
they were used to further expand the 
campuses at Madison or Milwaukee cr even 
Oshkosh. 


Land in this area can probably be ac- 


quired for 52,000 to S3.000 an acre. In the 
last expansion at Oshkosh the State Uni- 
versity there paid S50.000 an acre, and at 
Madison land costs have run as high as 
S250.000 an acre. 


The costs to students and their parents 


must also be considered An institution 
within commuting range of thousands of 
students is of obvious financial advantage 
to those student? 


While Mr. Knowles is correct in stating 


that 40 per cent of high school graduates 
go on to college, the figures are there for 
all to see what this 40 per cent will total 
in the next decade. If state institutions are 
to continue to serve this percentage, con- 
siderable new bu'lding will have to be 
done And we are certain that Mr. Knowles 
did not mean to imply that he was going 
to suggest that state institutions inaugur-

ate a policy of selective enrollment. This 
would be completely opposite to Wisconsin 
principle and tradition. 


We support wholeheartedly Mr. Knowles 


concern about expanding vocational and 
technical job training for our youth. But 
we are not sure this is a program which 
competes with college education. 


Vocational training in Wisconsin has 


traditionally been supported primarily at 
the local level of taxation. It has been 
demonstrated in this area that an area vo- 
cational school serving the Fox Cities could 
provide a much wider and more advanced 
curriculum without a major increase in the 
demand on local tax revenues. And sub- 
stantial federal aids are available in the 
vocational field. A considerable step-up in 
vocational and technical training may be 
possible without any greatly increased de- 
mand on state funds. 


The agency presently charged with the 


responsibility of planning for the future 
of higher education in Wisconsin is the" 
Coordinating Committee. That committee 
will soon submit its budget requests to Mr. 
Knowles. including funds for initial plan- 
ning for four • year universities both m 
Northeastern and Southeastern Wisconsin. 


The committee has studied this matter 


extensively and has come to the conclu- 
sion that both are needed, with our area 
getting first priority. The committee will 
also have proposals to make in the field of 
vocational education 


There has been occasional criticism of 


the structure of the Coordinating Commit- 
tee 
Governor Reynolds remarked that it 


was set up for purposes of coordination and 
may not be properly structured for future 
planning Governor-elect Knowles has now 
expressed doubt about the objectivity of 
the CCHE because a majority of its mem- 
bers represent existing institutions. He has 
suggested a reorganization of the commit- 
tee, and he has also said he is considering 
a special high-level commission for a new 
and objective review of the entire post- 
graduate educational service? of the state. 


Obviously any such study would at the 


least considerably delay any planning for a 
new institution such as is pioposed in this 
area 


Mr 
Knowles remarks did, however, 


serve to focu? attention on the prime ques- 
tion in regard to the new universities— 
whether 
the 
state 
should 
appropriate 


money to plan and eventually build them 
— and hi? remarks have sidetracked the 
question of where 
exactly they should 


be built The site question can not be de- 
cided until the basic financial question is 
decided and until it is also determined 
which board of regent? would have lunsdic- 
tion o\er the new school? Governor Reyn- 
olds prematurely injected the site ques- 
tion into the matter for political purposes. 


The ]ob of the Northeastern Education 


Committee now is to demonstrate to Gover- 
nor-elect Knowles and the legislature that 
the state will be getting more for its edu- 
cational dollar? by further decentralizing 
higher education instead 
of expanding

I had the interesting and delightful experience of par- 


ticipating in a wine tasting bee recently at the invitation 
of Eddie Verbrick from Valley Fair. Most of the main 


ballroom of the Schroeder Hotel in Mil- 
waukee was utilized to display selected 
wines arranged by country of origin and 
type, with fresh clean glasses constantly 
provided and crackers and cheese handily 
arranged to relieve one's palate from be- 
coming tainted. 


It was not only a marvelous opportunity 


to try new varieties of wines, but more 
important, to compare them with onei I 
already knew. There was one table, for in- 


itanct, with German Moselles, including probably the 
most notable of this type, the Berncasteler Doctor. Tasting 
another Moselle and then the Doctor gave an exact com- 
parison, and my previous opinion that Doctor stands out 
over the rest remained unchallenged. 


* * * 
As a dient entered the ballroom he was given a 


program—a list of the wines on exhibit numbered in the 
order in which they were displayed. 


We started with some Roses, several Anjous and a 


Tavel. Rose wines are not among my favorites, so I passed 
them by rather quickly, because I saw Italian wines were 
next on the list. A» I have written before, I know little 
about the Italians and yet I have found a few that are 
excellent, suggesting further exploration. 


Italian wines are generally more fruity, more full- 


bodied than their French cousin*. For instance the Bosca 
Barolo is similar to a white Bordeaux and is very dry but 
still quite fruity. There was another white not so dry, 
a Bianco Cinque Term These two I put on my list for 
future reference. 


For interest there were wines from Yugoslavia, Hun- 


gary, Greece and Austria, but then we came to the Ger- 
mans where T felt much more at home. 


Probably the most widely known German wine today 


is Liebfraumilch, but less known possibly is the fact that 
the word Liebfraumilch describes R wide range of white 
Rhine wines coming from the Rhinehessen district and 
to some extent from the Palatinate. And they run the 
gamut in quality from very poor to very good. One of 
the better Liebfraumilchs was on exhibit, Blue Nun. It 
was a Spaetlese (late picking) 1959. 


When the wife and I visited the German wine districts 


a year and 8 half ago, we spent several hours of a de- 
lightful afternoon at the .Tnhanissbprg vineyard, so the 
products of this old castle, which has been in the hands 
of the Catholic Church for centuries, always strike a 
nostalgic note. Schloss Johanissherg puts out six varieties 
of Rhine wines, and all are excellent. 


The sponsors had a good selection of 1359 vintages 


in the Germans, and since these are becoming difficult 
to accmire this added extra /ost to the evening. I had a 
concrete example of -what vintages can do to the price of 
wines when .shopping in Minneapolis several weeks ago. 
BerncastPlcr Doctor was available in '59, 'fiO and '61. The 
famous 1959 sold retail for $10.50 per bottle. The '60 was 
$fi 25 and the '61 $8 50. Normally the older the vintage 
the greater the price. Rut 1960 was an avprage year in 
Germany and 19fil was as excellent as 1959. Hence the 
unusual price range. 


* * * 
There was a wide selection of many of the famous 


French wines. All I succeeded in proving was that my 
taste still runs strongly to the Burgundies rather than 
the Bordeaux. There was a Petite Chablis which stood 
out among the whites, then I found my Puligny Montra- 
chet which is one of the four wines I regularly keep on 
hand Right next to it I found another white Burgundy I 
put clown for acquisition, and a new one to me. Gorton 
Charlemagne I know the Gorton among the red Bur- 
gunclirs. but I had never experienced this white one 
before. 


1 felt a little superior when I tripped up the program 


which had listed Chateaunpuf du Pape among the red 
Burgundies T was certain it was a Rhone wine rather 
than a Burgundy, and the label on the bottle bore me out. 


* * * 


The display of Americans was rather limited, the most 


interesting of which were several types of the unusual 
May wine. I was frankly disappointed over the poor show- 
ing our natives made in the display, for there are some 
great California* and some fine New Yorkers, but unfor- 
tunately the good ones are gpnerally limited in produc- 
tion, which is probably why they were not represented 
here. 


Then we went Into dessert wines like Marsala, Cream 


Sherry and Port, and wound up with fruit wines. Just 
recently a friend presented me with a bottle of a Chprry 
Julep made in Italy which I have romp, to like very 
much for after dinner sipping. The same was available 
at the showing in a Blackberry Julep, which was excel- 
lent. These Juleps are heavy as wines go but lighter than 
liqueurs.

There's No Immunity 
From Nuclear Attack 


BY BEM PRICE 


WASHINGTON (AP) - By 


the early 1970s the nuclear war- 
heads deployed by the United 
States alone will have an explo- 
sive equivalent exceeding 20,000 
million 
tons 
of TNT—20,000 


megatons. 


An explosive force of that size 


la no more comprehensible to 
the human mind than the con- 
cept of infinity. 


The Soviet Union's capacity 


for destruction probably will he 
no less. 


Three other nations — Great 


Britain, France and Red China 
— are also building nuclear 
weapons, and scientists say 20 
other nations have the technical 
know-how to build them. 


No Security 


There is now no such thing as 


national security for any nation, 
certainly not in the sense that 
the United States enjoyed such 
security before the Soviet Union 
mastered nuclear weapons n 
1950. 


Two eminent scientists — Je- 


rome B. Weisner and Herbert F. 
York — believe that a technical 
solution to the problem of mak- 
ing the United States immune to 
nuclear attack is impossible. 


Wiesner was scientific adviser 


to President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, and York was head of 
the Defense Department's Ad- 
vanced 
Research 
Projects 


Agency when it embarked on 
the search for an anti-missile 
missilt. 


Control 


An Impressive number 
of 


scientists and research analysts 
are convinced that the only pos- 
sible solution is some form of 
world-wide arms reduction and 
control. 


The prospects for agreement 


hi this field in the near future 
appear remote. 


In the event of a nuclear at- 


tack on the United Slates, there- 
fore, the main hope for survival 
— however forlorn — seems to 
b« to run for the shelters. As 
matters now stand the United 
States shelter program is wholly 
inadequate. 


The shelter program is in the 


province of the Office of Civilian 
Defense. OCD ceased existence 
as an independent agency 
in 


1361, 
when President John F. 


Kennedy transferred it h the 
Department of Defense, where 


It is now under the jurisdiction 
of the Army. 


If there is to be any improve- 


ment in the shelter program, 
there will have to be a radical 
change in the attitude of con- 
gress and the public. 


The annual appropriation for 


the OCD has been reduced ev- 
ery year since 1962. In that 
year, Congress voted $252.3 mil- 
lion. This year, OCD asked tor 
$358 million and got $105 mil- 
lion. It wanted to spend $175 
million on shelters and $46 mil- 
lion to stock them with food, 
medical 
supplies, bunks and 


blankets. 
Congress 
approved 


$58 million for shelters, $2.7 
million for supplies. 


No Solution 


The decline in appropriations 


probably reflects popular opin- 
ion on the futility of defense 
measures. 


Wiesner and York recently 


wrote in the Scientific Ameri- 
can; 


"The steady decrease in na- 


tional security did not result 
from any inaction on the part of 
responsible U.S. military and 
civilian authorities. It results 
from the systematic exploitation 
of 
the 
products 
of modern 


snence and technology by the 
Soviet Union. 


"Both sides in the arms race 


are thus confronted by steadily 
increasing military strength and 
steadily 
decreasing 
national 


security. 


"It is our considered profes- 


sional judgment that this dilem- 
ma has no technical solution." 


Capabilities 


What Wiesner and York were 


saying, in essence, was that re- 
gardless of any defense system, 
enough nuclear warheads would 
get through to constitutute a 
successful attack. 


Wipsner and York think * So- 


viet attack on the United States 
could result in 100 million casu- 
alties. 


"Thp only kind of shelter that 


Is being seriously considered 
these days for other than key 
military installations is the fal- 
lout shelter. 


"Even for the people prote.-t- 


pd hv fallout shelters the hi;; 
problem is not a problem in the 
physical theory of gamma l a v 
attenuation, which can be neatly 
computed, hut rather the so-

which is not subject to numeri- 
cal analysis." 


Distortion 


If people would have to live 


and work in shelters to protect 
them against fire, blast and fal- 
lout, this could lead to such a 
regimentation and distortion of 
civilization, the scientists imply, 
that the very freedoms the na- 
tion was trying to protect would 
be destroyed. 


The basic quesion is whether 


life in such a society would be 
worthwhile and whether survi- 
val of an atomic attack really 
would be desirable. 


These are essentially moral 


questions which a government 
cannot determine unilaterally. 


It is the government's position 


that it should undertake to guar- 
antee the' physical survival of as 
many people as possible, hence 
the shelter program. 


Casualties 


The force of a nuclear explo- 


sion is generally beyond 
com- 


prehension. There were 
lOO.OfK) 


casualties from the "low yield" 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima, 
which had an explosive force of 
"only" 20,000 tons of TNT. 


By the early 1970s some U.S. 


warheads will have an explosive 
force ranging from one million 
tons of TNT to 23 million tons.

Better Ratings 


This electronic eavesdropper 


Is expected by its inventors and

The detecting device, formal- 


ly known as the Airborne Tele- 
vision Audit, is the brainchild of 
two electronics-computer engi- 
neers and a veteran aviation 
expert. 


"We think ATA is the perfect 


technique for determining scien- 
tifically a-nd with acnuacy the 
number of television sets tuned 
to given channels at a given 
program period." sa\s David L.

At his worst, he's better than most. At his best, 


he's one of the greatest. There are other folk singers 
who have better voices. There are many who can play 
the banjo, the six-string and 12-string guitars much 
better than he. There are those who have a wider 
range, who are consistent performers, who are more 
physically appealing onstage than this enigmatic, con- 
troversial, widely-imitated singer who has been called 
everything from a Communist to "The Johnny Apple- 
seed of Folk Song.'' 


Yet. when he strolls on stage in his rumpled work 


clothes and sloppy sweater, begins to tap his foot on 
the floor and throws back his head and starts to 
sing, something magical happens. The audience is 
inexorably drawn toward him to become a part of the 
performance itself, much as a rural Southern church 
audience responds to a shouting gospel preacher.

Ever wonder, as you watch your child unwrap his 


Christmas toys, what kind of playthings Santa brought 
to children hundreds of years ago? 


According to historians, Greek and Roman chil- 


dren of early Christian times were often given pup- 
pet-dolls. These dolls were cunningly made, with 
jointed, movable wooden limbs—and a hole in the 
head. A string passed through this hole, and connect- 
ed to the arms and legs, turning the doll into a 
marionette. 


Christmas meant a new supply of rattles and tops 


for little ones of the Middle Ages. In the 12th and 
13th centuries, little girls who requested dolls for 
Christmas usually had to settle for crude clay ones. 
But little boys of that era "when knighthood was in 
flower'' got toy horses and knights as gifts. 


Knight on Horseback 


At the Cluny Museum in Paris, there's a medieval 


knight on horseback—just 2Vz inches high—the an- 
cestor of our toy soldier. 


Children lucky enough to be born to royalty or 


nobility received royal treatment when it came to 
gifts. A 14th century manuscript records a payment 


to a goldsmith for repairing a toy windmill given to 
a certain Princess Isabella of France. Sixteenth-cen- 
tury craftsmen were paid high prices by aristocrats 
to fashion exquisite toys for their children. 


Among the delights these children might find in 


their Christmas stocking were soldiers made of silver 
or even of gold! The girls might get tiny perfect 
copies of household furniture or utensils for their 
"baby houses" (doll houses), 


Clockwork Toys 


Meanwhile, Christinas toys were branching off in 


still another direction—the first crude mechanical 
toys appeared as early as 1000 A.D.! They were 
equipped with clockwork in 1672 by the toymakers 
of Nuremberg, already famous for their dolls. A 
French sailor who had fought the losing battle of 
Trafalgar with Napoleon was the unlikely pioneer of 
mass-produced clockwork toys. 


Educational toys have been az-ound in one form or 


another ever since little boys started along the road 
to knighthood by staging mock battles with toy horses 
and knights. 


From about 1650 on. foresighted parents bought 


German-made toy kitchens for their little girls. These 
contained a complete battery of miniature cooking 


utensils in copper, pewter and wood. Later, English 
toymakers began producing one-roomed houses—rep- 
resenting butcher shops, tailor shops and other estab- 
lishments—for little boys. 


Amazingly Elaborate 


Some of these toys were amazingly elaborate— 


yet the most popular educational toy of all time, still 
a best-seller on its 50th Christmas, was inspired by 
the sight of children playing with sticks and spools! 


This was the Tinkertoy. invented in 1914 by an 


Illinois man named Charles Pajeau. and still going 
strong. Its longevity is all the more remarkable in an 
industry noted for quick changes: the average life of a 
toy is only three years. About 200 new toys come to 
the market each year—at the end of five years, only 
one of them will still be on the market! 


Yet the Tinkertoy continues to fascinate children 


in a wide age range with its chance for creative play. 


What toys will Santa Claus have in the bag in the 


year 2000? By that time, he may have traded in his 
reindeer for an earth-circling satellite. But one thing 
you can be sure of: no matter how much the world 
has changed, the old gent will still be bringing toys, 
futuristic or classic, for the world's children to enjoy.

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Chosen Wisely, Christmas Toys 
Can Lead Tot to New Interests 


At Christmas, toys do more than gladden the 


hearts of pre-schoolers. They can, if chosen wisely, 
point the way toward ne\\ skills, new discoveries, 
new interests. 


A child's first classroom is his home. In that 


laboratory for learning, a pre-school child is acquiring 
more skills and knowledge than the high school or 
college student. 


Recent research has revealed that one-half of a 


child's lifetime intelligence is developed before he is 
four years old. According to Thomas Grimes, a toy 
researcher, this underscores the role of the parent 
as a teacher and of toys as tools of learning. 


Discovers Himself 


"A child discovers himself and the world around 


him through play." Grimes declares. "Rather than 
books, he depends on toys to help him grow, learn 
and experiment. One of the most important respon- 
sibilities of the parent is to select the right toys at 
the right time." 


A child's o\\n particular stage of development \\ill 


determine what tojs are best for him. B\ observing 
the child at play, a parent can determine whether or 
not a child has outgrown certain toys, whether he 
likes toys with which to build, pound, imitate, or 
create.

A toy 
that breaks easily quickly disappoints the child and 
the family budget. Usually, sturdy wooden toys are 
the best choice. 


While the adult is likely to be attracted to "gim- 


micks," toys which are battery-operated or replicas 


of the \\orld-in-minialure. this type of toy will usually 
bore the pre-schooler. He prefers toys which let him 
use his own imagination and skills. 


Researchers report that the best pre-school toys 


are variations on the "classics"—blocks, pounding 
benches, pegboards. puzzles, plaques, wooden trucks 
and wagons Recently, many toys have incorporated 
sound and music, which hate added pla\ values for 
joung children, 


"Toy workbenches, tool trays, and carpet sweep- 


ers and milk trucks, for example, help the child to 
master Ins own world and to imitate the adult world 
around him," Grimes declared. "It's important to 
provide him with a variety of toys with which he can 
imitate, imagine, create, and solve problems."

ets He seems unimpressed by his importance, is shy 
and withdrawn. Few know him well 


This seemingly simple exterior hides a most com- 


plicated human being, a man completely and passion- 
ately dedicated to American folk music because he 
feels it is the essence of our culture 


Seeger was bom in New York. Mav 3. 1919 His 


father was a musicologist, conductor, author, editor 
and teacher His mother was a violinist and teacher 
At one time, both parents were faculty members of 
the Juilliard School of Music Seeger attended vari- 
ous private prep schools and entered Harvard in 1936. 
but left before receiving a degree. He was first ex- 
posed to folk music in 1935 when his father took 
him to the famous Folk Festival at Asheville. N.C. 
It has been the passion of his life ever since. 


A great many of the people he worked with and 


for in the 30's and 40's were Communists, but if he 
ever was a member of the party, he drifted away, as 
did many other liberals and radicals of the period, 
out of disillusionment. He is still fully dedicated, 
however, to songs of protest against inequities in our 
land. Thus, songs about the working man and the 
union movement, of migratory workers, and of the 
integration believers still form a major part of his 
repertoire. 


Despite the blacklisting that keeps him from ap- 


pearing on network television, he continues to at- 


tract large audiences wherever he performs, and his 
recordings are reaching an ever-growing audience, 
especially among the young. 


His activities are not limited to singing and re- 


cording. He is the author of several how-to books 
on the guitar and five-string banjo. He is a noted 
collector of authentic folk music and folklore. He 
writes occasional articles, too. One for Seventeen 
Magazine was entitled "Pete Seeger Talks to Teen- 
agers " Another for the Journal of American Folk- 
lore, was devoted to the steel drum bands of the West 
Indies. His work has grown in scope in recent \ears 
to include films. He is now editing thousands of feet

3. Don't make fun of a child for being afraid of 


K toy. 


4. Don't ignore his apprehension. What seems 


harmless to you may look very dangerous to him. 


5. Don't expect him to enjoy a toy indefinitely, 


but let him substitute another lie deems safer and 
more acceptable. 


6. Don't try to talk him into accepting a toy he 


fears. 


7. Don't use a toy to frighten him. 


Dr. Senn listed these Do's in his article: 


1. Do buy toys that are appropriate for his stage 


of development, entertain him, and help him learn. 


2. Do listen to what he tells you or asks you, for 


it may be his way of telling you what is troubling him. 


3. Do encourage him to ask questions concerning 


anything he feels uneasy about, especially when you 
sense that he is trying to conceal his fears from him- 
self and you. 


4. Do let him use his imagination, but help him 


distinguish between fact and fancy by an occasional 
reminder. 


5. Do reassure him about his safety when he seems 


uncertain. 


6. Do seek professional help if you find it diffi- 


cult to cope with his fears.

From Decline as Actor

HOLLYWOOD (AP)—Thirty years ago this fall a 


gangling, hesitant-talking Pennsylvania!! came to Hol- 
lywood to be met at the train by a Broadway pal, 
Henry Fonda. 


And what, after those 30 years, is the most vivid 


memory of all for Jimmy Stewart? 


"Well, I'll tell you," drawls Jimmy in a perfect Im- 


itation of Sammy Davis imitating Jimmy Stewart. 


"It was a few years after I came back from the war 


—the big war. I had a couple of pictures that didn't 
do too well at the boxoffice and was quite surprised 
when a magazine writer said he had an assignment to 
do a story on me. 


"I said: Tine, what about?' and then he said: 'The 


rise and fall of Jimmy Stewart.' 


"Boy. did that shake me up! But I profited by it. I 


called my agent and said: 'get me in a Western 
quick.' " 


Since then Stewart, now 56. has appeared 
in 12 


Westerns; has, in a way. revolutionized the 
Holly- 


wood star system, and is a millionaire star riding 
higher than ever. 


His current "Shenandoah," a Civil War story, is his 


67th movie in 30 years. 


What was Stewart's favorite picture? 


"Everybody thinks I'll say 'The Philadelphia Story' 


for which I won an Oscar or 
'Mr. Smith Goes to 


Washington' in which I didn't but everybody thought 
I would. Wrong. 


"My favorite movie of them all was 'It's a Won- 


derful Life.' It got all kinds of Academy Award nom- 
inations but 'The Best Years of Our Lives' won every- 
thing that year. 


"Like 'Mr Smith,' it was a Frank Capra picture- 


but never did the business tthat 'Smith' did. In fact, 
it was one of the pictures that led up to the maga- 
zine article assignment. 


"You still see it every Christmastime on television. 


My kids think it's my best, too." 


Stewart is also celebrating two other anniversaries 


this year—he's using the same horse and the same 
battered cowboy hat that he first used when he made 
that historic decision 15 years ago. 


"I might not be here telling you all this stuff if it 


weren't for the two" 


The hat and the horse date back to "Winchester 


73," the Western Jimmy wanted his agent to get 
quick. 


He had only been in one Western before—and that 


a comedy—"Destry Rides Again " 


At the time, Universal \vas in 
financial 
trouble. 


Producer Bill Goetz was head of the studio and there 
were no star names on the roster. The lot was filled 
with $75 a week contract players including 
one 


named Rock Hudson. 


Goetz lined up Hudson and one pretty good con- 


tract actress who was making maybe $125 a week 
Shelley Winters—and submitted the script to Stew- 
art's agent, Lew Wasserman of MCA. 


Wasserman drove a hard bargain with Goetz and 


asked that Stewart get 50 per cent of the profits. 
Before that, with rare exceptions, actors worked on 
straight salaries. 


Goetz agreed, but over the advice of fellow tycoons 


who predicted he would ruin the industry. 


The rest is history. Stewart made millions from 


the successful picture. Now many stars are business- 
men. 


And Wasserman is head of Universal. 


"He still drives a hard bargain," says Stewart. 


"Now he's got me working for a flat salary. He's no 
longer my agent. He's the boss." 


Jimmy's career started on Broadway after his grad- 


uation from Princeton. 


"My first night on Broadway was in a play called 


'Journey by Night.' After a disastrous first act I was 
visited backstage by Josh Logan, an old Princeton 
pal. I asked him what I should do. 


"Josh said quite simply: 'If I were you, I would 


shoot myself.' 


But more plays followed, notably "Yellow Jack." 


Not long after this an MGM talent scout gave Jim the 
magic word and a railroad ticket. 


"I yearned to make the trip—not so much for the 


fame that might come—but for resumption of our 
Thursday night beer club—Hank Fonda, Burgess 
Meredith, Josh Logan, the late Myron McCormick 
and me." 


James Stewart 


Stewart moved in with Fonda, who lived close to 


Greta Garbo. 


"One night—one hilarious night—we decided to 


tunnel into Garbo's house and pop up in her back- 
yard and say. 'Hi. honey.' 


"The Digging seemed fun when we started it but, 


by daylight, it was work—and we forgot it." 


As a free-swinging bachelor, Stewart was one of 


the town's most eligible. Then in 1949 he married 
Gloria Hatrick McLean, who had two sons. The 
Stewarts since have had twin daughters. 


Mrs. Stewart calls Jimmy "the perfect husband." 
Why? 
"Because he doesn't behave like an actor. He's 


too normal."
